Congratulations On Your Purchase! 

Your new Ariston Compact Disc Player is designed to deliver maximum enjoyment and years of trouble 
free service. Compact Disc is the biggest advance ever made in aucio technology. By employing the 
most sophisticated digital and optical technologies, Compact Disc not only produces the ultimate in 
sound reproduction, it gives you the user, access to operating features which have never been seen 
before in audio equipment designed for the home, such as fast access fo any track on the disc and 
very simple programming. 


Please take a few momenis to read this manual thoroughly. It will explain the features and operation of 
your Compact Disc Player and help to ensure a trouble free installation. Please unpack the unit carefully. 
We recommend that you save the carton and packing material, they will be helpful should you ever 
need to move your unit and may be required if you ever need fo return it for service. 


Your Compact Disc Player is designed to be placed in a horizontal position and it is important to allow 
some space behind your unit for adequate ventilation and cabling convenience. To avoid damage, 
never place the unit near radiators, in front of heating vents, in direct sunlight, or in an excessively humid 
or dusty location, 


Finally, we ask you not to compromise your system's performance with poor quality connecting cables. 
Your dealer can supply quality Audio Interconnects, which will importantly ensure your system realises its 
full potential. For this reason we have not included cheap poor-quality "give away" cables with this unit. 


SAFETY PRECAUTIONS 


CHECKING THE POWER SUPPLY SETTING 
For your own safely please read the following instructions carefully 
before attempiing to connect this unit to the mains. 
Check thatthe rear of your unit indicates the correct supply voltage. 
Ifyour mains supply voltage is different, consult your dealer. 
This unit is designed to operate only on the supply voltage and type that 
is indicated on the rear panel of the unit. Connecting fo other power 
sources my damage the unit. 


Safety Precautions 

This equipment must be disconnected from the mains when not in use 
and must not be used unless correctly earthed. To reduce the tisk of 
electric shock, do not remove the unit's cover (or back}. There are no 
user serviceable parts inside. Refer servicing to qualified service 
personnel. If the power cord is fitted with a moulded mains plug the unit 
must not be used if the plastic fuse canter is not in place. Should you 
lose the fuse carrierthe correct part must be reordered from your dealer. 


The lightening flash with the arrowhead symbol within an 
equilateral triangle is intended io alert the user to the 
presence of uninsulated ‘dangerous voliage' within the 
product's enclosure that may be of sufficient magnitude

Plug Fitting Instructions (UK Only} 
The cord supplied with this appliance is factory fitted with a 13A mains 
plug and inside it a 3A fuse. ff it is necessary to change the fuse ft is 
important that a 3A one is used. If the plug needs to be changed 
because it is not suitable for your socket, or becomes damaged, it 
should be- cut off and an appropriate plug fitted following the wiring 
instructions below, The plug mustthen be disposed of safely, as insertion 
info a 13A socket is likely to cause as electrical hazard, Should it be 
necessary to fit a 3-pin BS mains plug to the power cord the wires should 
be fitted as shown in this diagram. The colours of the wires in the mains 
lead of this appliance may not Cormespond with the coloured markings 
identifying the terminals in your plug. Connectthem as follows: 

¢ — The wire which is coloured BLUE must be 
connected to the terminal which is 
marked with the letter 'N' or coloured 
BLACK, ; 

° The wire which is coloured BROWN must 
be connected to the terminal which is 
marked with the letter '' or coloured RED. 

¢ The wire which is coloured YELLOW/ GREEN must be connecied 
fo the terminal which is marked with the letter 'E' or coloured 
GREEN. 

lf 13 Amp (BS 1363) plug is used, a 3 Amp fuse must be fitted, or if 

any other type of plug is used a 3 Amp or 5 Amp fuse rust be fitted, 

either in the plug or adaptor, or on the distribution board, 
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For Safe and Efficient Operation 


Select the installation location of your unit carefully. Avoid 
placing it in direct sunlight. Also avoid locations subject to 
vibration and excessive dust, heat, cold or moisture. Keep 
away from sources of hum, such as transformers or motors. 


Do not use this player where there are extreme 
temperatures ( below 41°F/ 5°C or exceeding 95°F/ 35°C}, 


Do not open the cabinet as this might result in darnage to 
the set or electrical shock, 


Be sure your hands are clean when handling discs. Never 
insert ca cracked or warped disc. 


When disconnecting the power cord from the AC outlet 
always grasp if by the plug. Never pull the cord. 


Do not use force when operating the switches and buttons. 


Before moving the set, be sure to disconnect the power 
cord and all connecting cables. 


To keep the laser pick-up clean, do not forget to close the 
disc tray. 


Do not attempt to clean the unit with chemical solvents as 
this might damage the surface. Use a clean, dry cloth. 


Keep this manual in a safe place for future reference. 


If the unit malfunctions, do not open the cabinet & attempt 
to repair yourself. Always request service at an authorised 
service centre.

Handling the Discs

To remove a disc from its storage case, press down on the 
centre of the case and lift the disc out, holding it carefully by 
the edges. 


Always place the compact disc in the disc tray with the label 
facing upward. Compact discs can be played on only one ° 
side. 


Discs should be returned to their cases after use to avoid 
serious scraiches that could cause the laser pick-up to skip. 


Do not expose discs jo direct sunlight, high humidity or high 
temperatures for extended periods. Long exposure to high 
temperatures can warp the disc, 


Do not stick paper or write anything with a ballpoint pen on 
the disc surface. 


Cleaning Your Disc

Fingerprinis and dust should be carefully wiped off the disc's 
signal surface (glossy side) with a soft cloth. Wipe in a straight 
motion, from the inside to the outside of the disc. Small dust 
particles and light stains will have absolutely no effect on 
reproduction quality. 


Never use such chemicals as record sprays, antistatic sprays 
or fluid, benzine or thinner to clean compact discs. Such 
chemicals would irreparably damage the disc's plastic 
surface.

Installation Guide 


Caution: 
° Before connecting or disconnecting a unit from an audio 
system, be sure to switch off the power to each component. 


* Be sure to make the correct connections paying attention 
to the L (left channel} and R (right channel) marks. Plug the 
cable securely. Loose connections will result in 


unsatisfactory sound reproduction or cause noise problems. 


e — If this unit interferes with your tuner, switch it off during tuner 
operation.

Description of Main Unit and 
Remote Control

POWER: Unit (1), Remote (N/A) 
Switches the power on or off. 
REMOTE SENSOR: Unit (2), Remote (N/A) 


Receives the signals from the remote control. Aim the remote 
conirol at this sensor to perform functions. 


DISPLAY: Unit (3), Remote (N/A) 
Displays information regarding the status of the disc. 


DISC TRAY: Unit (4), Remote (N/A) 
Loads discs, 


OPEN/ CLOSE: Unit (5), Remote (F) 
Opens and closes the disc tray. 


PLAY/ PAUSE: Unit (6), Remote (B, - L) 
Starts playing a disc or pauses disc play temporarily, 


STOP:Unii(7),Remote{k) 

Stops disc play or clears program setting. The total number of 
tracks and the total playing time will appear on the display 
panelio indicate that the player is in STOP mode. 


SKIP/ SEARCH BACKWARD: Unit (8), Remote (I, G) 

Jumps to the beginning of the track being played. Also permits 
direct track access,/ Scans backward jo a particular point 
during disc play. 

VOLUME/ LEVEL: Unit (9), Remote (N/A) 

Adjusts the headphone level. 


HEADPHONE SOCKET: Unit (10), Remote (N/A) 

Allows connection of headphones using a standard 1/4" jack 
plug. 

SKIP/ SEARCH FORWARD: Unit (1 1), Remote (J, H) 

Jumps to the next track during the play. Also permits direct track 
access./ Scans forward to a particular point during disc play. 


1-10, +10 DIGITS KEYS: Unit (N/A), Remote (A) 

Selects a track during play or programming. To select the 11th or 
above track press + 10 first. These keys also allows you jo directly 
select a track from STOP mode. 


PROG: Unit (N/A), Remote (C} 
Allows programming of up to 21 tracks for sequential play. 


RANDOM: Unit (N/A), Remoie (D} 
Plays tracks in drandom order. 


REPEAT: Unit (N/A), Remote (E) 
Plays the current track or entire disc again and again. Also 
repeats all programmed tracks or all discs. 


Notes about Remote Control Operation: 


e — Install 2 size "AA" batteries in the rernote control before use. 
(Refer io the diagram in the battery compartment for 
correct polarity.) 


e Jo control the player, aim the REMOTE CONTROL at the 
REMOTE SENSOR on the main unit. 


e Any object beiween the REMOTE CONTROL and the main 
unit will block the invisible light beam and interfere with 
operation. 


e Replace the batteries when the main unit no longer 
responds fo the remote control, or responds only at a very 
shortrange. 


e Po not use a new battery with an old one; do not mix 
carbon with alkaline batteries. 


e — If the unit is not going fo be used for a month or longer 
remove the batteries to prevent possible damage from 
battery leakages. 


Display Explanations 
Figure on Page 6 
1. 


88:88 ~ Indicates the total disc time and running time for 
the track. Flashes when in pause mode. 


PLAY/PAUSE ~ Lights up during disc play. 
88 ~ Indicates the track number that is being selected. 


RANDOM ~ Lights up when the tracks are played in random 
order. 


REPEAT ~ Lights up when you repeat a track. 
REPEAT ALL ~ Lights up when you repeat all discs. 
PROGRAM ~ Lights up in PROGRAMMING mode. 


Basic Operation 
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Press POWER to turn on the unit. 

Press OPEN/ CLOSE fo open the disc tray, 

Load the disc, label facing up. 

Press OPEN/ CLOSE jo close the disc tray, 

Toial play time will be displayed, player in STOP mode. 


The player will start disc play from Track 1 after pressing PLAY/ 
PAUSE button. 


Tomomentarily stop playing, press PLAY/ PAUSE, 
To resume disc play, press PLAY/ PAUSE again. 


Press SKIP/ SEARCH BACKWARD to skip back to the beginning 
of the current track. Press a second time to move to the 
previous track. 


. Press SKIP/ SEARCH FORWARD to forward to the next track, 
. Press SKIP/ SEARCH BACKWARD or FORWARD continuously to 


search rapidly within the same track. 


. Press REPEAT once to repeat the track or twice to repeat the 


entire disc or program. 


. Press RANDOM before PLAY or during disc play to play tracks 


in random order. 


Programming Disc Play

Ensure that a disc is loaded and the player is in standby 
mode. 


Press PROGRAM/ REPEAT. The program setup will appear in 
the display. 


Using the SKIP/ SEARCH FORWARD button or the remote 
handset skip to the track number that you want to program 
as your first track. 


Press PROGRAM/ REPEAT. The desired track is now entered 
and the program number increases by one. 


Repeat steps three & four until all your desired tracks are 
entered. 


Press PLAY. The programmed tracks will play. 


You can use the skip & search functions to move through 
your programmed selection in the same way as normal 
playback, 


Pressing STOP at any time will wipe the program and return 
the player to standby mode. 


Trouble Shooting 


Malfunctions and troubles often occur due fo incorrect machine operations. If a fault occurs, please run through the points below: 


CORRECTIVE ACTION 


No power when the POWER 
swiichis setio ON. 


Poor power plug connection at the AC 
outlet, 


GENERAL 


Reload the disc with the label side up. 


Clean the disc with a soft cloth. Wipe in a 
straight motion from the inside to the outside of 
the disc.

The player isin the normal disc playmode. | Press the STOP button, and then program the 
tracks. 


Check the output cable properly, 


Programmed disc play does not 
function. 


No sound.

lf the fault remains, try to clear it by switching your player off and on again. If this also fails fo help, consult your dealer. 


Note; Under no circumsiances should you attempt fo repair the player yourself as this will invalidate the guarantee!
